1 . The substitute specification filed 5/14/2003 has not been entered because it does 
not conform to 37 CFR 1 .125(b) and (c) because: There is no statement that the 
substitute specification contains no new matter, and there is no marked up copy of the 
original specification showing the changes made. 

Upon initial review by the examiner, the proposed substitute specification would 
appear to be replete with New Matter, i.e. subject matter finding no support in the 
disclosure as originally filed. 

2. The proposed drawing correction and/or the proposed substitute sheets of 
drawings, filed on 5/14/2003 have been disapproved because they introduce new 
matter into the drawings. 37 CFR 1 .121(f) states that no amendment may introduce 
new matter into the disclosure of an application. The original disclosure does not 
support the showing of specific fork end luff batten boxes and sail arrangements of 
figures 1-3. Such is example only of New Matter with the drawings, and should not be 
construed as a complete listing thereof. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 24-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 24-36 depend from canceled claims1-3, and therefore their dependency 
is unclear. 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 



set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 21-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

In claims 21-23, at least the recited specific length characteristics of the sail 
segments fails to find support in the specification as originally filed. Such should not be 
construed as a complete listing thereof. 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 9/8/2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant's arguments are primarily directed towards the rejections based upon 
prior art. Such rejections have not been applied against the newly submitted claims. 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
